Trains along the West Bountiful sec-
tion of tracks will soon no longer be
allowed to “toot” their horns. We recent-
ly received the final paperwork from the
Federal Government allowing the West
Bountiful crossing at Pages Lane to
become a “Silent Crossing.” Except in
cases of emergency (such as something
on the tracks) trains will not be able to
honk at their passing.

A long-time annoyance, especially
on hot summer evenings, trains have
warned residents at Pages Lane that
they were coming through. With newly
added safety measures in place such as
longer crossing arms and cement barri-
ers, the crossing zone meets Federal
requirements for becoming a “Silent
Crossing.”

Transportation Update

Ames Construction will begin driving
piles for the Parrish Lane structure as early
as Monday, March 31. UTA is running
trains for testing which will limit the
amount of pile driving that can occur dur-
ing daytime hours. Ames is committed to
drive piles during the day whenever possi-
ble, however, given the circumstances, it is
realistic to expect periods of pile driving at
night.

The pile driving is scheduled to take
place intermittently over the course of
approximately three weeks resulting in
noise and mild vibration. Earplugs can be
picked up at West Bountiful City Hall for
public use.
